WILD HORSES IN B.C, 
—— . 
“Progeny of Horses Turned Loose on 
the Trall In Early Days 

More than three thousar wild 

horses, in herds of from 30 to 100, are 
roaming over the hills and valleys in 
the interior of British Columbia, ao 
cording to a report brought to Edmon- 
ton by James Brac’ey, who with Gus 
tav Rlelmand, a veteran prospector 
and miner known throughout the bon- 
anza gold camps, has just returned 
from an extended exploration tour of 
the coast province. 

Indians and white prospectors and 
| pack train freighters value these un- 
| tamed animals more than high bred 

horses, said Mr. Bradley. They are 
the progeny cf horses turned loose on 
the trial by discouraged or dying men 
| during the famous gold rush in the 
Cariboo country, Thousands of the 
veriest tenderfevt stampeded to the 
new fields in the early ‘60s.

Fur-Bearing Animals Still Plentiful 
In Hinterland of Canada 


Several titled soclety women of Lon- 
don and other parts of England, at- 


| tracted by the high prices paid for fox 


pelts, are coming to Edmonton this 
spring to engage in fox-bregding in 
central and northern Alberta. They 
are prepared to make largo invest- 
ments. If the venture ig successful 
{it is likely that women, who have 
hitherto devoted their attention to 
prize dogs and horses, will engage in 
the new Industry. 

Bight black fox skins eath valued at 
$1,500, were sold in Edmonton last 
week by trappers from the north coun- 
try. Fifty-four thousand dollars’ 
worth of silver fox pelts were sold last 
season, J. lL. Cote, representing 
the Athabasca district in the provin- 
clal parifament, sald in the course of 
an address the other day that the fur 
{n4ustry in Alberta was a matter of 
€1,000,000 in 1912, muskrats heading 
the list with $400,000. He added: 

“Contrary to the general belief the 
fur-bearing animals {n the remote dis- 


| tricts of the province are not decreas- 


ing. They are simply receding before 
civilization, being driven further north. 
The catches during the last few years 
and so far this season would indicate 
that furs are st/#i plentiful in the hint- 
erland. The government of Alberta 
3 keenly interested In the develop- 
ment of the industry and 1s d6ing 
everything possible to assist those en- 
garead in it. 

Factors of the Hudson's Bay, Revil- 
lon Freres and the Northwest Trading 
companies, which maintain posts in 
the north country, report that fur- 
bearing animals are plentiful, but 
there {s no Indication that prices for 
black and silver fox pelts will be

TURKEY GOES. SLOWLY 


THE HAREM SYSTEM |S ROOTED 
IN LIVES OF PEOPLE. 


Mehammed's Daughter Was the One 
Who Introduced the Harem and 
the Veil Into Turkey on the Ground 
That a Woman Should See No 
Other Man Than Her Husband and 
Her Father. ¥ 


What attracts the most attention of 
@ foreign traveler in Turkey is its 
women. Like snadows in an atmos- 
Phere of secrecy and silence, these 
veiled phantoms arouse in the heart of 
@ stranger feelings of pity and curi- 


vast Not only the stories of the 
Arabian 


Nights, but the romantic 
mystery that surrounds Oriental life, 
have been the cause of the eagerness 
ef the western imagination to know 
something of the harem, that real 
home of Turkish women. 

According to Islam, the master of 
the house alone can enter the harem; 
elthough Mahomet the Prophet did 
mot give any definite prescription for 
that, saying, “A virtuous woman is 
the most precious thing in the uni- 
verse, and as such she should be kept 
@ut of the public curiosity.” - His 
daughter, Fatima, wife of Ali, was 
more particular about it, and said, 
“The most virtuous woman is she who 
@ees no man, and whom no man sees, 
except her husband and her father.” 

It was the daughter of the Prophet, 
eccording to Ivan Narodny, whose 
instructive paper we quote, who intro- 
duced hareins and veils for the Turk- 
fsh women; for she thought that the 
most perfect feminine virtue was that 
which was the least exposed to danger. 
On the other hand, she taught that 
woman should be as feminine and ro- 
mantic as possible by being out of the 
atmosplicre of men. ‘The absolute 
Separation of sexes, the males being 
responsible for the social: and the fe- 
males for the domestic duties, was a 
fundamental principle of the Islam 
religion 

“The girl's seclusion in her father's 
house begins with the wearing of the 
veil,’’ writes the som of a former 
Turkish Cabinet Minister. ‘Phis hap- 

ens generally between the age of 
welve and thirteen, and then al! com- 
tadeship with her boy friends must 
eeasc, the veil being the visible sym- 
bol of the separation of the sexes. 
An: this separation is complete in 
every detail. At Constantinople, in the 
trains, in the tramways, in the sub- 
way irom Galatea to Pera, in the sta- 
tions, as well as on the steamers that 
serve the country along the Bospho- 
rus, we tind a curtain to separate the 
“beau sexe’ from the other,” 

In the streets of Turkish towns one 
hears in early morning. voices ery- 
ing, “Sudj!” (the milkman); ‘‘Bak- 
kal!” (the grocer); “Ekmekdji (the 
baker). As each door opens a litlte 
hand siips out and takes the deliver- 
ed goods; but the receiver remains 
eternally hidden, It is true that of- 
ten one hears a feminine voice giving 
new orders or making inquiries; but 
who she is and how she looks re- 
mains a mystery. A Turkish women 
never goes shopping, and only on ex- 
eeptional occasions goes on business 
errands outside her home. 

Every Turkish home is divided into 
two distinct p.rts—the selamlik for 
the men, and the haremlik for the 
women. In aristocratic households 
the sclamlik and the haremlik forin 
two independent sides of life, each 
@ontuining a separate staff of servants, 
male for the selumlik and female for 
the haremlik. In the middle class 
this division is less strict. When the 
husband—be he merchant, clerk, or 
proiessionul man — returns after his 
day's work, he usually spends his 
evening in the selamik, where he is 
joined by the members of his family 
and receive intimate friends even in 
the presence of his females. How- 
ever, in the poor families this almost 
vanishes; for there the husband and 
the feminine members of his family 
intermingle freely during the entire 
day. 

It is rare that a Turkish husband 
accompanies his wife in the street. 
She usually goes alone, with her 
children, companion, or servant. A 
poor Turk is often an exception; but 
even he walks on the opposite side of 


the t. To a guest, especially to 
@ stranger, a Turk will never speak of 
his wife or of his danghter, and con- 
siders it un insult if he sheuld be 
asked ubout his wife’s health. In his 
conversation he avoids mentioning 


her name as much as possible. But 
ff he is absolutely compelled to speak 
of her, he will make use of some evas- 
ive expression and say ‘our family,” 
“our house’; but never “my wife.” 
It is natural that a Turkish woman 
under these conditions has remained 
@ luxurious greenhouse plant, for 
whom there never was left any other 
aspiration than to please her hus- 
band. All her attention is contined to 
romantic subjects. That there could 
be otlier interests for women besides 
the family and romance remains in- 
conceivable tc her. Although she 
never has to think of earning her liv- 
ing, and even does not need to take 
eare of the housekeeping, yet she 
shows hardly any interest in art or 
literature, and nothing to speak of in 
the social or political questions and 
general education in which her west- 
ern sisters are interested. She never

The existence of the harem has 


brouzht about a deplorable marriage 
method in Turkey. When a girl has 
reached the age of maturity her par- 
ents and relatives begin to praise her 
beauty and virtues to the young nen 
whom they wish to marry her. As 
she remains always hidden in the 
haremlik or behind the veil, the woers 
are Mnable to form any opinion abont 
her. It is a kind of gamble in the 
dark. However, circumstances have 
ereated certain matrimoniakt agents-- 
mostly old women—who are hired by 
prospective husbands to find out Mow 
ehe looks and what her character is

j SECTS MAKE THREATS, 


Christians Will Raze Holy Sepulchre 
' If Turks Destroy Mosque. 

‘To the Christian sects of the Near 
!East, and including those of Russia 
and the Balkan countries, the most 
lsacred place in the whole world is the 
“space of ground of buildings common- 


ly known as the Church of the Holy | 


Bepulehre. Ever since the Bishop 
Macarius, under the auspices of the 
Emperor Constantine the Great and 
his mother, the Empress Helena, dis- 
povered about 326 A.D. what he be- 


jlieV\d to be the tomb of the Christ 


and ‘the place of His crucifixion, pil- 
trims have been visiting the spot. 

Thousands annually now journey to 
Jerusalem at Easter time, and of 
these a large proportion ire from 
Russia and the Balkans And just as 
the Turks have threatened to blow up 
the Church of St. Sophia in Constan- 
tinople, also built by Constantine, be- 
fore they will allow the infidel to wor- 
ship in it again, so James F. J. Archi- 
bald is quoted as saying that the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre will be 
destroyed in reprisal if the holy war 
is ever begun by Islam. 

Mr. Archibald, who has just been 
in Turkey, is credited with saying 
that he was told by a member of the 
Turkish Cabinet that St. Sophia 
would promptly be dynamited if the 
conflict became primarily one of re- 
ligion. 

Curiously enough, it is the Moham- 
medan soldier in Jerusalem who now 
preserves peace and prevents fierce 
fanatical outbree’ss in the place of all 
places which it would seem should be 
full of peace. .The church consists of 
a large number of buildings of a rain- 
bling architectural nature, and it 
possesses many chapels claimed by 
the different ‘Christian sects as their 
own property. Orthodox Greeks, Ro- 
man Catholics, Armenians, Copts, Sy- 
riacs—all the many sects are certain 
that they possess the real sacred 
places, and are ready to fight for their 
belief. Even the interior of the re- 
puted tomb itself—an imposing though 
tawdry structure built directly under 
the central rotunda—is divided into 
three compartments, for Greek, Ro- 
man Catholic, or Latin and Armenian, 
each claiming to be the actual spot 
where Christ’s body lay. 

The hatred of the Christian sects 
im the East for one another is quite 
as bitter as that of Christian fér 
Moslem, So it: happens that at the 
great feasts of the church, when the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre is 
crowded, fights and outbreaks are 
frequent. In the past there. has been 
much bloodshed, and so, to prevent 
serious consequences from the fights 
between Christians in the shadow of 
the tomb of the Prince of Peace, the 
Mohammedan has to stand guard. 

Just inside the entrance of the 
church a Mohammedan Sheik is al- 
ways stationed, and he has with him 
a number of soldiers. Ordinarily his 
task is limited to collecting backshees 
from the traveler, but on feast days 
things become more strenuous and the 
guard is increased.

The education of Japanese women ' 


| ep to recent times has been planned 

with the main idea of upbuilding 

their moral character. How to be a 
| good wife, how to be a wise mother; 
these, says Jinzo Naruse in The Orien- 
| tal Review, have been the questions 
| to which the minds of Japanese girls 
| have been directed century after cen- 


All the books written for the edifi- 
cation of girls were those of ethical 
instruction, the teaching of the daugh- 
| ter how to behave toward her parents, 

of the wife to her husband and the 
| mother to her children. One of the 

accepted precepts for women was the 
teaching of ‘‘three stages of obedi- 
ence.” 

It said: ‘When young obey your 
parents, when married obey your hus- 
band, when old obey your son.”’ This 
idea of womanly obedience has under- 

| gone a decided change in modern Ja- 
pan. although the principle remains 
that moral culture shall have the 
position of supreme importance in 
women’s education. 

It is important for the correct under- 
standing of conditions in Japan to 
bear in mind that moral culture has 
always been the all important object 
of the education of the daughters of 
Nippon. Under these circumstances 
it is only natural that religious and 
ethical teachings should have formed 
the basis of education both for men 
and for women. 

Confucius did not show much ad- 
miration for womanly virtues. He 
paid the fair sex the negative compli- 
ment that its individuals wete as dif- 
ficult to manage as was every person 
of small mind. 

As a logical conclusion of. such 
teachings being accepted in Japan the 
dapanese women could do nothing in 
way of asserting their own character 
and originality without meeting with 
the disapproval of theif friends. Their 
instructions were to be as quiet as 
quiet could be, as obedient as could 
be and as meek as could be. 

Even at present there are some Jap- 
anese who think that the sole object 
of women’s education is to make them 
good wives and wise mothers. But 
that this idea is not a generally ac- 
cepted one is shown by. the fact that 
at present there are more than 200 
girls’ high schools of 500 students each 
in Japan. There are many. schools 
devoted to training girls for earning 
independent livelihood, such as those 
teaching music, the arts, medicine, 
bookkeeping, sewing, pedagogics, and 
many other kinds of work. 

The Japan Women’s University, 
which I was able to establish in 1901 
with the support of the leading men 
and women in every walk of life in 
Japan, has now 1,100 students divided 
into departments of pedagogics, litera- 
ture, English literature and house- 
keeping. The university intends to 
organize in the near future depart 
ments of music, art and medicine.

The hausbesorger is the evil spirit 
of Vienna, City of Flats, says a writer., 
He lives in a gloomy cavern at the 
foot of the stairs and pounces on you 
every time you pass and tell you you 
mustn’t. I have never really master- 
ed’ the house regulations. After 10 
o’clock a chill air as of the tomb en- 
velopes the house. Later than that 
you may not sing, dance or play any 
musical instrument.

At no time may one shake one’s 
rugs out of the front window, but 
between the hours of 6 and 8 in the 
morning, one may beat them in the 
courtyard. A visitor, waking up with 
a start a little after 6, and wondering 
whether the thunder will give him a 
headache, fails to appreciate the pri- 
vilege. For about an hour the city 
is as if wrapped in a sand storm; 
everybody is in the courtyard banging 
rugs. The Viennese hausfrau invests 
all her spare cash in rugs. It is the 
proudest day of her life when she 
has so many that she is the first to 
start beating and the last to finish. 

If one keeps a dog, on wet days one 
must carry him up to one’s apart- 
ments, so that his muddy feet do not 
soil the staircase. Particularly well 
do I know this last regulation, for at 
one time I was the proud possessor 
of a mastiff. In the first month of 
my stay it rained on 17 days, and 1 
lost nearly 14.pounds in weight. My 
medical attendant said I was not 
physically strong enough to own so 
large a dog, s0, as my rooms were on 
the fifth floor, I exchanged him for 
a toy terrier. 

Dustbins, which are generally kept 
in tha kitchen, next to the gas stove, 
have to be carried downstairs by the 
tenant and deposited on the pave- 
ment for the convenience of the dust- 
men. An official makes his appear- 
ance a few minutes ahead of the dust 
cart, and clangs a huge bell at the 
foot of the stairs in warning. At the 
sound doors fly open as if by magic, 
and the next moment the stairs are 
crowded with women—young, old, 
strong and frail—each with an iron 
dustbin strained to her bosom. If 
you are wearing new clothes, you 
want to see that the dust cart isn't 
in the street before you start mount- 
ing the stairs.

A THRONE OF STATE, 
Impressive Part Played by the Sofa 
In German Households. 

The importance of the sofa in mark- 
ing social distinctions in Germany 
always astonishes the stranger in the 
fatherland. Among Germans of the 
more comfortable class, those who live 
from generation to generation in the 
same house, every piece of furniture 
has its own history and makes its own 
associations; but it is always the sofa 
that is given the prominent place in a 
room. B fore it usually stands a round 

or oval table. 

Should there be callers at the aver- 


! German house, there ensues a 
certain dignified commotion, Should 
a caller, a woman of lower social 


standing than the mistress of the 
house, arrive, she must take a chair, 
while the hostess sits alone on the 
sofa, Should the visitor be of higher 
degree, however, the matter will be 
otherwise decided, 

This method of distinction reaches 
its highest point when there is a tea 
party of Kaffecklatsch (coffee gossip); 
for then the oldest woman with the 
biggest title must sit on the sofa, and 
the next in rank occupies the place 
nearest her. 

As the proudest usually arrives lat- 
est, a general stir is likely to take 
place. For if the Frau Doktorin, the 
wife of a physician or scholar, is sit- 
ting on the sof, she must vacate her 
position should a Frau Professorin 
appear. The Frau Majorin, or wife 
of a major, may be throughly enjoy- 
ing the seat of honor; but she must 
yield it without hesitation when the 
Frau Generalin comes in. The whole 
company rise in such an event to do 
honor to the distinguished guest, and 
there must necessarily follow a gen- 
eral readjustment of places. 

Neither unmarried men nor very 
young women can expect to enjoy the 
privilege of sitting on a German sofa. 

The piece of furniture that stands 
next in honor of the sofa is the easy- 
chair, which is sometimes called Sar- 
genstuhl, or chair of cares. Should a 
German sit down to worry, he must 
have a comfortable seat, that so im- 
portant a mood may be endured with 
dignity. A common chair would not 
serve his purpose in the least. But 
the Sargenstuhl is, so ta speak, for 
domestic and personal use only; the 
sdfa is the part of the entire social 
framework never to be carelessly re- 
garded.

While in eharge of the 
Ottawa force he displayed splendid 
energy and ability and introduced,

The crimes with which Lacombe is 
charged include the murde: of a fac- 
tory foreman at Decazevill2 two years 
ago, the killing ‘of a ticket collector 
Named Tharry at Les Aubrais station 
Near Orleans last September, the 
shooting of M. Cartier, postmaster‘at 
Bezona, in November, and the murder 
of Ducret in his lodgings at the office 
of the Anarchist journal L’Idee Libre 
in the Passage de Clichy last Decem- 
ber. When interrogated by the exam- 
ining magistrate the bandit denied 
participation in the Decazeville crime, 
but confessed to committing the three 
murders at Les Aubrais, Bezona and 
the Passage de Clichy. 

Lacombe suspected Ducret, a fellow 
anarchist, of having tried to betray 
Entering Ducret’s lodging at 
midnight, Lacombe menaced the man 
and his wife with two revolvers and 
kept them for six hours in a state of 
terror. As daylight was breaking 
he discharged both weapons fatally 
wounding Ducret, but missing the wo- 
man. Then he tool: to flight and 
| eluded the police for three months,

Adolf Beck, of England, who received 
two king’s pardons and a grant of 
$265,000 for two wrongful convictions, 
under one of which he served the us- 
ual proportion of a sentence of seven 
yeurs’ penal servitude. 

A Thuringian tannery owner named 
August Brehin was convicted in 1893 
of burning down his factory for the 
purpose of securing the insurance 
money and - as-gentenced to five years 
penal servitude. He was released aft- 
er four years on account of his good 
belaviour. A year or two later he 
succeeded in establishing his inno- 
cence. ¢ 

The petitions committee of the 
Reichstag, before whose attention 
Herr Brehm succeeded after fifteen 
years’ effort in bringing his case, has 
now recommended the Government to 
revise the laws providing {ndemnifl- 
cation for persons wrongfully con- 
victec. 

Herr Brehm at the time of his con- 
viction had an estate of $100,000, As 
soon as he was arrested his creditors 
took possession of his properties and 
he left prison a pauper. Attempts to 
secure an Indemnity from the local au- 
thorities resulted in a judgment in his 
favor for $665. 

Herr Brehm refused this smount. 
In the meantime the authorities seized 
half of it as the cost of the proceed- 
ings against Lim, and the balance was 
attached by his creditors. Herr 
Brehm is now sixty-five years of age.

Facte Brought Out at Grain Investl- 
gation at Minneapolis Show That 
Elevator. Companies are Large Gain, 
ere Through Being Allowed to Mix 
Wheat.—Scandals Attached to In- 
vestigation—Sample Market and 
Mixing go Hand In Hand, 

In the recent investigation by the 
legislature of, Minnesota into methods 
of grain selling and handling some 
Mate interesting facta were brought 
out. 

‘The committec appointed by the state 

senate had before it last Saturday the 
heads of the department of grain in- 
spection and took sworn testimony of 
tho chief clerk of the chief inspector 
of the state as well -s that of the 
chief inspector, The close relation 
that exist between the sample 
market and the system of mixing by 
elevator companies, which is permit- 
ted by the laws of Minnesota was em- 
phasized. 

Tables were shown giving the num- 
ber of bushels of wheat .: various 
grades received at the Minneapolis 
elevators and the number of bushels of 
the same grade which was shipped 
out of the seme elevators. The tab- 
les showed the figures for a two-year 
period, beginning Septemb.c: 1, 1910, 
and ending August 31, 1912. 

The fact that the Minneapels eleva- 
tors received 15,571,515 bushels of No, 
1 Northern wheat during those two 
years and shipped out in the same 
period 19,978,777 and had on hand 
114,853 bushels, making a total of 20,- 
093,130 bushels,“ was brought eut. As a 
result of the privilege of mixing the 
elevators had gainec 4,521,655 bushels 
of No. 1 Northern wheat from the lew- 
er grades of wheat purchased from the 
farmers. 

The table of figures relating to the 
receipt and shipment of the various 
grades tell the whole story of the re- 
sults of the mixing privilege. The 
same cordition {gs found when the 
figures on No. 2 Northern aro present: 
ed, even though the grain in this grade 
is not so large. During the two year 
period the Minneapolis elevators re- 
ceived 20,414,584 bushels oc No, 2. On 
August 31, 1912, they had shipped out 
22,242,410 bushels and still had on 
hand 61,648 bushels, making a total of 
22,294,094 bushels, or a gain of 1,880,- 
610 bushels. 

When the tables on No. 3, No. 4, 
“rejected” and “no grade” wheat were 
explained it was easily shown where 
the grain in No. 1 and No. 2 came 
from, In the last four instances 
there was a loss in the elevators. 
There were 9,777 031 bushels of No. 
$ received during the two years. The 
shipments amounted to 7,664,232 and 
on August 31, 1912 the elevators had 
on hand 140,624 bushels. The total 
of No. 3 wheat, either shipped or on 
hand, was 7,804,856 bushels. There 
was a loss in No, 8 grade of 1,972, 
175 bushels. 

In No. 4 grade the elevators re- 
| ceived 2,812,653 bush«:; and shipped 
| out 624,433 bushels. The loss in this 
| grade was 2,188,220 bushels. 

The “rejected wheat tables show- 
ed the same condition, In this case 
there were 1,175,513 bushels received 

jand 621,773 bushels shipped out, mak- 
ing a loss of 553,740 bushels. 

But it was in the “no grade” class 
where the largest loss appeared, Here 
4,695,505 bushels were received. At 
the end of the two year period 1,000,945 
bushels had been chipped and there 
was on hand 249,893 bushels, making a 
total of shipped and on hand of 1,250,- 
338 bushels and leaving 3,445,227 bush- 
els entirely unaccountcd for, 
| Cases of {ndividually owned eleva- 
tors were also cited to the senate com- 
mittee, One of these had received 
215,142 bushels of No. 4 wheat and at 
the end of the two year period had not 
shipped out one bushel of this grade 
and did not have cn») bushel on hand. 
In other words, every bushel of this 
grade, the grade for which the farm- 
er was paid, was mixed and came out 
in the No. land No. 2 Nozthern 
grades, the grade for which the elc- 
vator owner sold it. 

The elevitor 1.en who have testl- 
fied before the senate committee and 
the house committee have argued that 
the grain which they make by being 
allowed to talx 1s largely offset in the 
cost of the mixing process. This 
fact is vigorously disputed by James 
A. Manahan, counsel for the house 
committee, recently elected congress- 
| man-at-large for the state of Minne- 
| sota, Mr. Manahan’s contention ts 
| that the farmer is the loser by many 
} millions every year under the present 
system, 

“When the elevator companies buy 
the wheat they give the farmers the 
{prices prevailing that day for No. 2, 
3 “rejected” cr “no grado’ said Mr. 
Manahan at one of the sessions. “On 
| that same day, these sar.3 elevator 
companies sell a future on No. 1 and 
2 for practically that samo amount. 
Their experience has taught them that 
they can mix the lower grades so as 
{to fill the future order with No, 1 and 
12, On that very day they make a 
profit ranging from the price they paid 
!for the lower grades and the price for 
which they sell the future on No, 1 
and No. 2. In my opinion this nets 
them a profit amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, True it is 
that there is some expense in the mix- 
{ng process but even so I belleve that 
{the elevator man {s making an eaor- 
| mous profit, a profit way out of pro- 
portion.” 
| F, W. Eva, chlef of the grain Inspec- 
tion department, when asked regarding 
the relation of the system of mixing 
with the sample market, sald: “A sam- 
ple market would be of no value with- 
|out the privilege of mixing. The two 
|go hand in hand, ! believe that the 
elevetor men, having the privilege of 
| mixing, ca. pay a premium for the 
‘upper level ol the grade.” 

In another statement made before 
the committee Mr, Manahan sald there 
| was no doubt that the elevator com- 
panies are gettin. much of the profit 
that should be going to the farmer.
